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i Mr. W illiam C, Whitney’s decision to remove 
his etallione and broodmaree from Kentucky to 
his recent ly leased Bancocae farm in New Jer- 
sey has elicited considerable diecnssion, some 
writers taking the ground that it is donbtfnl if 
thoronghhreds can be snccessfnlly raised in the 
more northern state. In an article published 
in Daily America Judge Joseph J. Burke com- 
bats this ill-founded idea by pointing out the 
late Pierre Lorillard’s great snccess in this 
country and England with horses bred by him, 
the natural deduction being that if he could 
raise and develop high-class racers at Rancocas 
Mr. Whitney should do so also. The article re- 
ferred to says: 

“No one need have any doubts as to whether 
or not first-class race horses can be bred at the 
Rancocas Stud Farm at Jobstown, N. J. It has, 
of course, been an established nursery for many 
years, in fact a quarter of a century, and natur- 
ally in all that time some high-class horses 
should have been foaled there, unless it was an 
absolute impossibility to breed them there. 
The fact that the late Mr, Pierre Lorlllard 
raced in the past few years priciici^^y only 
those horses b:ed at Rancocas would go to show 
that he at least had unbounded faith in the place. 

‘‘At different times the stallions doing duty at 
Rancocas have been Duke of Magenta, Mocca- 
sin, Mortimer, Saxon, Kantaka, Sensation, The 
Sailor Prince. Locohatchee (formerly called 
Curt Gunn), Simon Magus (the first son of 
St. Simon ever imported to this country). Em- 
peror, Iroquois, Falsetto, Pontiac, and one or 
two others of less note. By all odds the most 
enccsssful of these were Mortimer, The Sailor 
Prince and Sensaticn, 

“It was in the year 1884 that the first crop of 
the French horse Mortemer came out, and to 
say that their successes created a eeneation puts 
it very mildly. Wanda, Chimera, Unrest, Cbo- 
lula and Exile were all in one stable that sea- 
son, to say nothing of Katrine, who did not run 
as a two-year-old, but who was generally re- 
puted to be the best Mortemer foaled. Unfor- 
tunately, ebs was cut down in the September 
Stakes that fall, and was never able to fulfil 
the undoubted great promise she showed in 
private. Exile was claimed out of a selling race 
at Sheepsbead Bay In his two-year-old form, 
and helped to lay the foundation of the com- 
fortable fortune which William Lakeland has 
acquired in his long connection with the turf. 

“In 1885 the Rancocas Stable was in great 
form, through its home-bred and imported 
horses. Pontiac had been imported in utero, 
sent to England and raced there ; then brought 
back and raced bare in 1884, going into winter 
quarters with no great reputation, for the late 
Mr, J. G. K. Lawrence handicapped him at only 
102 pounds for the Suburban of 1885, which he 
won, and but for the prohibition of public bet- 
ting, whereby no bookmakers did bnsiness that 
day, Mr. LoriUard wonld have probably ‘broke 
the ring,’ for ha won three races that day — 
namely, with Emperor, Hava and Pontiac, 
and Gonfalon, bred by him, ran second in the 
steeplechase. 

“The lack of opportnnity to back his horses 
that day was always one of the greatest dis* 
appointments of Mr. Lorillard’s life, for a 
keen contest bad been waged for years between 
the members of the ring and the ‘Master of 
Rancocas,’ and just when he had a chance to 
deal them a heavy blow, tbs law was enforced 
and pnblic batting praveniad. However, it was 
nnderstood that in the ante-post betting dnring 
the winter and spring, Mr. LoriUard had 
backed Pontiac for the Suburban. Matt Byrnes 
was the trainer at that period, and until the 
memorable sale In 1883, when Pontiac, Pontico, 
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by the Dnryea Brothers for $70,000, and Byrnes 
was asked to continue to train them, 

“Mortemer was third on the list of winning 
sires in 1885, only King Alfonso and Vagil pro- 
ceeding him, Wanda won $19,640; Unrest, $10,- 
408; Cyclops, $4,870; Saranac, $4,120; Katrine, 
$8,556; Exile, $2,965; MoUie Walt-m, $1,840; 
Faience, $1,835; Saluda, $1,800; Pontico, $1,300; 
Bahama, $900; Hera, $875; Restless, $575; Ariel, 
$500; Winfred, $400; Nenetzin, $350; Billy Mack, 
$150; Drone, $75; Welcome, $50. Total, $66,299. 
None of the following won any money in 1885: 
Housatonic, Witch, Paul Kernan, John Mullins, 
Heimdal, Gholnla, Naiad and Boder. In 1884 
Mortemer’s produce wou $49,5CO. Adding this 
to the amount won by his get in 1883 and we 
find that in hie first two seasons this great stal- 
lion’s produce won $115,799, and all were bred at 
Rancocas. 

We now coma to the sale of the Rancocas 
racing stable on Saturday, February 27, 1886, 
Colonel S. D. Bruce was the auctioneer. As a 
matter of great interest the record of this 
eventful transaction is herewith published. In 
order that urrchasars of the present day can 
see for tb'ijciaeives how waU good race horses 
sold fifteen .^ei^s ago ;

with the horses bonght at the sale. Fitzpatrick 
was the rider and I think James Rowe trained 
for him for a time, but the stable did not do well. 

“Mr. LoriUard continued to breed at Ran- 
cocas, and. after some time be came back npon 
the turf. Lamplighter was his best horss at 
j that time. But whenever ha got anything good 
enough he was determined to race in England, 
I and for the past six seasons, with John Hug- 
gins at first and Gaorge.BlackweU of late, he has 
bean racing horses of Rancocas breeding with 
remarkably great snccess. Long after many 
had passed from his possession they continued 
to win. Bsrzak, Diakka, Dolabra. Astolpbo, 
Draco, Glaring, Jiffy 11., Meta II., Sandia, 
Caiman, Chinook, Dominie II., Darie, Elfin, 
Myakka, Sibola (who should have won the Oaks 
of hsr year), Tarolinta, Blast, Democrat, JoUy 
Tar, Jouvence. Lutetia, Manatee, Pedometer, 
Perdicus, Violence, Ynmboe, Brelogus, Bronze- 
4sing, Corypbens, Exedo, Golden Horseshoe, Old 
Buck 11., and many others have won sums run- 
ning up as high as $69,000 in one instance. 

‘‘After a hasty look over the carefully pre* 
pared list of American winning horses in Eng- 
land in the last four years, as published in 
Goodwin’s Gnide, 1 think it is a conservative 
statement to make that Rancocas bred horses 
won in four years (1897 to 1900 inclusive) about 
$425,000. This does not include the winnings of 
1896 or 1901, which of themselves form a very 
handsome total, but are not at this writing 
available. It is safe to assume that half a mU- 
lion dollars is a moderate estimate of the win- 
nings of Rancocas bred horses upon the English 
turf, where it is admittedly harder to win tnan 
it is here. And all this time, too, Rancocas 
bred horses were winning on the local turf. 

“Long before the break up of the racing stable 
in 1886, however, Mr. LoriUard had bred good 
winners at Rancocas, notably Gerald, by Saxon, 
who was sent to England and was a reaUy good 
colt there in 1881. Sachem, his stable mate, 
was not bred at Rancocas. Parthenia, dam of 
Watershed, this year’s winner of the Cam- 
bridgeshire, was raced in England by Mr, Lor- 
iUard, but brad at Chestnut HiU. 

“Appended is a statement of what the horses 
bred by the late Mr. LoriUard won on the Eng- 
lish turf in four years :

“Of the foregoing list, Drake Carter, Emperor, 
Greenfield and Walter H. ware the only ones 
not bred at Rancocas. Pontiac was foaled 
there, though begot in England. Drake Carter 
I was pnrehased by Mr. LoriUard soon after the 
terrific mile and a half race at Saratoga, in 
which he defeated Barnes in 2:16. Walter H. 
was well known at that period as a Brighton 
Beach champion. He was owned and raced by 
a western turfman named D. O’Connor, and 
was bonght by Mr, LoriUard for about $10,000, 
and ran well after be became his property. 
His purcbaser>t tbe^Rancocas sale was once a 
weU known popular saloonkeeper in
